An affray has taken place between the inha- 
bitants of Taloudi village, in tha south of 
Kordofan Mondirieh, and the local garrison. 
Two Egyptian officers and some men of the 
12th Sudanese are reported to have been 
killed. 


Lord Cromer has sent the following reply to 
the delegation of the inhabitants of Damietta, 
who laid their grievances before him :— 

Gentlemen,—I have carefully considered: 
the representations which you have made to 
me on the subject of the proposed admini- 
strative changes aflecting the town ct Da- 
mictta, and I h:ve been made acqnainted 
with the views entertained on this question 
by His Excellency the Minister and by the 
Adviser to the Interior. 

It is to be remembsred that, in dealing 
with this matter, it is not ‘only the inte- 
rests of the town of Damietta which have 
to be considered ; those of the inhabitants 
of the rural districts in that neighbourhood 
have an equal claim on the attention of 
His Highness’s Government. .It is hoped 
and believed that the arrangement at which 
the Ministry of the Interior has now arrived, 
after a careful examination of the facts of 
the case and of the-argoments addaced, 
will be fonnd to satisfy the very well- 
founded claims of the latter, withoat in 
sny way inflicting i:jary on the commer- 
cial prospects of your ancient and cele- 
brated city. I have therefore expressed my 
fall concurrence in this srrangement, of 
the details of which you will be informed 
in™& communication which is now being 
addressed to you by the Ministry of the 
Interior. 

I have little doabt that in a short 
while the results of the system now to 
be inangurated will have proved them- 
selves satisfactory, and that the inhabitants 
of Damietta will recognise that the fears 
which they hava recently expressed were

The Sultan has therefore ordered the autho- 
rities of Benghazi quietly to rend to Jarabub a 
amall contingent of troops to take possession 
of the district before Egypt takes steps .to 
occupy it. 

The Benghazi authorities have received or- 
ders to act quickly, because, according te the 
information of the Porte, the Senussi Sheikh 
has qnitted the oasis of Kufra and is return- 
ing to Jarabab, which the Turks obviously 
wish to occupy before he gets there. When the 
Sheikh has abandoned Katfra the Sultan has 
thoughts of occupying the oasis. 

The Ottoman Government attaches so much 
importance to keeping these movements secret 
that the authorities in Tripoli and Benghazi 
have been instracted to refuse the usual 
permits to foreign explorers and travellers. 

The frontier line between Tripoli and Egypt 
is aucertain, but in practice it appears to be 
generally accepted that Jarabub is in Tripoli. 

Jatabub is important both as a strategic 
point acd as the sacred place of the Ssnussi, 
for the founder of the society, Sidi Mohamed, 
lies buried there. His son is now the head of 
the society, and in 1894 moved with several 
thonsand followers from Jarabub to the oasis 
of Kafra, from which the correspondent now 
describes him as returning.

REDUCTIONS MADE BY POSTAL 
CONGRESS. 


In the Honse of Commons last Tuesday, 
Mr. Buxton informed Mr. W. Benn that, al- 
thongh the British de'egates failed to obtain 
a redaction in the initial postage rate of 24d. 
to foreign countries, they were successfal in 
persuading the congress to adopt two con- 
siderable concessions to the public— the oneas 
regarded the initial weight allowed for foreign 
letters and ths other as regarded the charges 
on heavier letters. In reference to the first 
point, whan’ the new Postal Union Convention 
of Rome tock effect next year the onit of 
weight would be doubled, so thatthe existing 
postage of 24d. to foreign countries would 
prepay a letter weighing up to one ounce, 
instead of ap to only half an ounce as at pre- 
sent. ‘his concession would embrace all 
letters sent onder the Imperial penny post to 
any part of the British Empire and to Egypt, 
which letters at present must not exceed half 
an ounce fora penny. Thus a letter, say, to 
France, weighing an ounce, would in future 
cost for postage 24d. instead of 5d, anda 
similar letter to India and the Colonies would 
cost 1d. instead of 2d. As regarded the second 
point, at present an additional 24d. was charged 
for every additional half an ounce after the 
first. In fatare the postage on foreign letters 
exceeding an ounce would be reduced to 1$d. 
for each additional ounce after the initial rate 
of 24d. on the first ounce bad been paid. Thus 
a letter to France weighing 20z. would be 
chargeable with a postal rate of 4d.—namely, 
24d. plos 1$d.—instead of 10d, as at present. 
Similarly a 2oz. letter to India, the Colonies, 
and Egypt would cost only 2d. instead of 4d. 
A further usefal postal reform which was 
adopted on the motion of the British tes 
was the introduction of a reply coupon, a 
little postal order to bearer, exchangeable in 
any country for a union postage stamp. Farther, 
the transit rates had been reduced and sim- 
plified.

It is stated that the Gas Company of Beyrout 
has, according to its firman, the exclusive right 
ad monopoly of lighting the town, and if this 
i#80 it may make a good roand sum from the 
tramway company against the cession of this 
right to it. It is said that despite the very able 
management and initiative of the present 
director, and the running of the company’s 
basinese on strictly economic lines, the con»xern 
is not yet a paying one, so that a mataally 
profitable entente with the electric company 
should be welcomed by the shareholders of the 
Gas Company. Indeed, the principal shareho!der
